To  the  r/layor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hedon, 

Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  upon  the  Health  Services  of 
the  Borough  of  Hedon  for  1954, 

The  following  are  the  principal  statistical  rates  for  the  year:- 

Death  rate  - 12o77 

Birth  rate  - 18,90 

Still  Birth  rate  - 0,00 

Infant  Mortality  rate  - 26,31. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  disease  accounted  for  15  out  of  the  total  of  30  deaths, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  Only  4 cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  as  occurring 
during  1954-,  hut  it  is  very  lonlikely  that  this  gives  a true  picture  of  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  within  the  Borough, 

HOUSING  AND  SANITATION,  Further  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  proposed  new 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  Borough,  Y/hich  will  be  carried  out  in  association  with  the 
Holderness  Rural  District, 

A con5)lete  housing  survey  T;as  carried  out  during  the  year.  This  showed 
that  there  v/ere  approximately  113  houses  in  the  Borough  which  v/ould  require  to  be 
demolished  as  they  were  unfit  for  habitation  and  could  not  be  made  fit  at  a reasonable 
cost;  23  of  these  are  temporary  types  of  dv/ellings,  that  is,  wood  or  asbestos 
bungaloT/s,  caravans,  etc,,  there  are  a total  of  51  dwellings  of  this  natiure  in  the 
Borou^,  This  is  a very  large  housing  programme  for  a small  authority,  and  it  will 
take  a number  of  years  before  the  problem  is  even  partially  tackled,  Howrever,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  a demolition  programme  is  indicated  to  improve  the  housing  and 
amenities  of  the  district.  The  details  of  the  defects  found  are  listed  on  page  8, 

The  estimated  n\jraber  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  is  750,  No  houses 
were  erected  by  the  Council  but  16  Mere  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  1954, 
Since  the  War  ended  a total  of  120  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Comcil  whilst  1+2 
houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise.  Nine  houses  were  in  course  of 
erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  there  were  328  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  Vifaiting  List, 

During  the  year,  130  visits  were  made  to  125  houses  v/hich  were  inspected 
for  various  defects.

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WATER  SUPPLY*  23  extensions  have  been  made  to  the  existing  supply  during  the 
year, 

MHiK,  The  County  Council’s  sampling  officers  took  one  sample  of  milk  for  biological 
examination  from  a producer  in  the  Borough,  and  this  was  reported  as  positive  for 
tubercle  bacilli.  The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Mnistry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  caxried  out  a clinical  examination  of  the  herd  which  revealed  two 
animals  with  induration  of  the  udder*  Acid  fast  organisms  were  not  demonstrated* 

Two  individual  samples  were  sent  for  biological  examination  and  Form  A.  of  T,B,  Order 
1938  was  served  in  respect  of  the  animals  concerned.  Subsequently,  one  of  these 
which  had  been  found  to  be  the  source  of  infection  was  sent  for  slaughter,
